As the years passed and economic boom grew, the Allies became l«ss and l«ss 
firm in th«ir resolve to prevent German military recovery,. Th» French sudden- 
ly lost th^ir Anglo-American defense guarantee in th« Ruhr Dispute and th« 
Allied stranglehold on Germany was released c Indeed, so w«ak had the Allies* 
will to w k rt «p the lid" on Germany become that no on° was surprised when in 
1925 in the Locarno Treaty, th* Allies agreed to terminate their occupation 
of th* Rhin»land by 1930 if th« Germans guaranteed n^v»r to militarize it P 
and true to the treaty terms, th« last Alli«d occupation troops l°ft that y«ar 0 

Adolf Hitl»r s German Chancellor in 1933 s declared publicaly his int«nt to 
abide by th« terms of the Locarno Treaty, although h** was in actuality fervently 
preparing for the remilitarization of the Rhin«land wh^n«v^r th<* Allies first 
presented him with a suitable «xcua a to do so* This »xcus« ..cajte'-in March 1935, 
wh^n it was announced in Paris and Moscow thatsa mutual aid--pacrtr„b*jtw»*"n Franco 
and the Soviet Union had b«^n agr^o-d to and that -this pact "wits*" to be"~s«nt for- 
formal ratification by both governments within a year* 

Fourteen days aft«r the announcement of the preliminary Franco-Soviet agr^- 
®~nt, Ultl»i' abolished th rt military restraints of the Versailles "Diktat", 
proclaiming conscription for an enlarged tfohrmacht (Army) and authorizing the 
establishment of the Germanr Luftwaffe air force 9 He followed th«s« brazenly 
unlawful (by the t^rms of /the V»rsaill°# Treaty) mov«s with a speech to th« 
Reichstag on 21 March p wh«(re Hitler soothingly stated that any fears of Gor- 
man agr-ssion w^r* unfounded, 

But on 21 November he announced in an audience with th« French ambassador 
to Germany 9 Francois- Pone °t , that the conditions of the Locarno Treaty would
